A. Organization chart for the year 1997. 

Q. Did you create this chart? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And just starting at the top of the chart, 
it says County of Los Angeles - Department of Health 
Services Public Health Programs & Services Planning 
and Policy Development. 

Was this the Tobacco Control Program? 

A. Yes. 

At this time, in addition to being Tobacco 
Control Director, I had assumed some planning 
responsibility for the entire department to the 
Tobacco Control Program and was part of the 
organization unit called Planning and Policy 
Development. 

Q. Okay. Did all of the employees listed on 
this chart work in the Tobacco Control Program in 
some way? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And you were there at the top as the 
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1 director. And then right under is Mattie Jones, 

2 secretary. 

3 She was your, he or she was your secretary? 

4 A. Yes, she was. 
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Q. Then let's move to Cynthia Hallett, Program 
Operations. 

What did she do in that capacity? 

A. She was responsible for development for all 
the new program developments, someone we thought we 
need to start the initiative and to contract for 
services. 

She was responsible for developing that 
force. She was responsible for managing and 
monitoring the contract services that we had. She 
was responsible for evaluating and for looking over 
the evaluation data we collected. 

She wrote the progress reports to the 
state. She was the main program person in the 
office. 

Q. When you say she wrote progress reports to 
the state, were you involved as well in putting 
together those reports? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What did that project entail? 

A. We had to give updates on our coalition 
activities and describe over the reporting period, 
whether it be a year or six months, what we thought 
the major accomplishments of the coalition was. 
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1 We had to describe the progress that had 

2 been made in each of the three priority areas to 

3 list all the activities that our contractors did and 
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give the process evaluation information on that to a 
number of clients such as changes in some of the 
outcome data related to that. 

That's basically it. 

Q. How was the form of the progress report 
determined? 

A. The state dictated the format. 

Q. And what was the purpose? What is the 
purpose of the progress report? 

A. We reported to the state and the state 
could take that information to their, on the 
progress report to the administration and the 
legislature in Sacramento. 

Q. Was the funding of your department in any 
way dependent on or contingent upon the progress 
report? 

I mean, the funding person who went to the 
state under Prop 99 funds, was there some relation? 

A. I mean, yes. Every two years the 
legislature would have to appropriate Prop 99 
money. And they would review the progress of the 
entire state program at that point. 

Q. Including progress reports? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What materials did you look at, or the 
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1 people within your department or under your 
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supervision, look at to create a progress report? 

A. The only evaluation reports that came in 
were from contractors. So we knew the 
accomplishments of each of the contractors. 

Then we would look at the evaluation report 
put out by the state that tracked that prevalence 
county wide. And then we had some of our own data 
that we had based on surveys that tracked tobacco 
use prevalence and exposure to ETS and attitude 
about Tobacco Control policies. 

Q. Besides evaluations from your agencies, 
what else would agencies or CBOs provide you with? 

A. Samples of the materials that they used. 
Sometimes it would be photographs and other things, 
you know, physical evidence of the work that they 
did in the community, just Magnet Events, things 
like that. 

Q. Progress reports? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Would you review these submissions before 
you reimbursed the agencies for their expenditures? 

A. Yes. That happened probably in 1993; we 
started a process where agencies were not paid until 
we had the evaluation data in hand which let us know 
what their accomplishment. It was a way of 
verifying the work that had been done. 

Q. That was starting in 1993? 
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A. 

Q. Okay. And, basically, they wouldn't get 
their money and any reimbursement until they had 
provided you with adequate documentation and backup 
for their activities? 

A. That's correct. 

Q. How long would it take, how long did it 
take to put together your progress reports to the 
state? 

A. When it was done very well? Probably was 
an activity that took 80 hours. 

Q. A substantial project? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And were you careful to be as accurate and 
thorough and complete as possible in putting 
together your progress reports to the State? 

A. Yes.

thought there were problems with the contractors, 
when they weren't doing their job. 

Q. When you say milestones in their contract, 
where were those milestones sent out? 

A. In the exhibit their contract is called 
Scope of Work. 

Q. Scope of Work. 

Who would create, or who created the scope 

of work? 

A. The scope of works were created as part of 
the competitive bid process. We selected the 
agencies. Before we recommended to the Board of 
Supervisor to fund those agencies, we would 
negotiate their scope of work with them. 

And there were lots of people in the office 
who participated in the negotiations process. 

Q. Who actually created the scope of work 

form? 

A. My office. 

Q. Your office. 

Was that — and the scope of work includes, 
for example, the priority program, priority area 
that that agency would focus on?

What is the Health and Faith Project? 

A. It's a project where we worked with the 
faith community, which describes the churches and 
mosques; just varies different faiths. 

And money, we used Tobacco Control money 
but also money that we have from other sources as 
well. 

And it would be going out and doing 
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outreach at churches but in poorer areas. And we 
used churches because they, again, it was 
credibility and trust in the communities in those 
institutions. 
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We would provide health, education and some 
direct services, like immunizations and PAP 
smears — no, not PAP smears — blood pressure 
checks and other things. 

But for the Tobacco Control part of it, the 
staff and volunteers that we had in that section 
would educate, you know, parents about ETS and talk 
to people about cessation services that were 
available to them. 

Q. Can you explain to me a little bit more 
about why it was important for you, to your 
department to work through churches and religious 
organizations? 

A. Because they were institutions that were 
trusted and in those communities where we needed to 
get into, particularly the African American and 
Latino community. 

Q. You also mentioned the poorer areas? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What did you mean by that? 

A. In areas, in the lower socioeconomic areas, 
the church is where people not only go for religious 
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services, but child-care services are provided 
there; free meal programs are provided there. So it 
was a place to go where we could, where there were 
people who were impacted by tobacco smoke. 

And you mentioned that you would 
educate community members through the Health and 
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1 Faith Project about tobacco issues, including health 

2 risks associated with ETS? 

3 A. Yes.

Can you describe for me some of the issues 
that are, you know, emphasized or are special to 
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1 women? 
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A. The target market? 

Q. Yes. 

A. The risk of smoking done by pregnant women 
and the risks of smoking in houses and cars and, you 
know, around children generally apply. 

Q. The risks of secondhand exposure to the 
children? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What about the risks of environmental 
tobacco smoke to pregnant women? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did the coalition also — you mentioned the 
women's coalition covered family issues. 

Would one of those issues be how to talk to 
other family members who are smoking and exposing 
non-smokers to environmental tobacco smoke? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And can you describe those efforts for me? 

A. Helping family members to feel like they 
could encourage family members to smoke outside, 
smoke in the garage and not smoke in the house and 
around children, those kind of activities. 

Q. In what ways, what ways did they help 
families to do that effectively? 

A. First of all, making them, giving them — 
increasing their knowledge about the risks. And 
there may have been sessions where people could 
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practice, you know, coaching sessions, that kind of 
thing. 

Q. Like role playing? 

A. Role playing, yes. 

Q. You can practice doing what? 

A. For example, a woman might be practicing 
telling her husband to smoke, you know, outside, not 
in the house. 

Backing up a second: Talking about risks 
associated with secondhand smoke or ETS. 

Would you describe to me the specific risks 
associated with ETS or secondhand smoke that your 
department would communicate to their communities 
either through the CBOs or your own materials. 

There was association between children's 
exposure to tobacco smoke and respiratory 
infections. That's one particular health hazard I 
can recall. 

Other than that, I just don't remember 

anymore. 

Q. What about any parallels with hazards 
associated with active smoking, like lung cancer? 

A. Yes. As to ETS and children, we really 
focused on respiratory infections and the long-term 
effects of exposure to ETS or drugs, that's more 
what we talked about, and exposure risks associated 
with cancer and cardiovascular disease. 

Q. Cardiovascular disease? 
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A. 

Q. When you mentioned risks to children and 
respiratory diseases, did you say anything about 
asthma? 

A. Yes, that's one of them. 

Q. What about Sudden Infant Death Syndrome or 

SIDS? 

A. Yes, just about the time I was leaving. 
There was greater evidence that there were risks 
associated with ETS and SIDS, yes. 

Q. And did your materials or programs describe 
that risk as well to the community? 

A. Yes. 

Q. All right. Now you mentioned that the 
coalitions starting in — 

Actually, in what year did the coalitions 
take over contracting with the CBOs, approximately? 

A. I guess somewhere between 1995 and 1997. 
Part of their responsibilities was to do some direct 
funding to agencies.

Q. Could you read for me the goal number one 
of these up at the top here, the Scope of Work for 
the Economic and Employment Development Center. 

A. "To provide information to the 

community regarding risks of ETS. 

The provision of this information 
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28 and resources will result in 
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behavioral change in to smoking 
cessation and reducing exposure of 
ETS. 80 percent of participants 
will score 90 percent post tests." 

Q. What are post tests? 

A. They were tests given at the end of 
intervention to measure whether or not the 
participants gained something from the intervention; 
did they understand more about risks, in this case 
the risks of ETS. And sometimes post tests would 
indicate whether or not they were going to make a 
change. 

Q. The information from these post tests is 
ultimately reported to your department as part of 
the evaluation processes we were talking about 
earlier? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. Could you just explain to me what 
the four columns are on this first page, starting 
with Measurable Objectives. 

A. Measurable objectives is the quantifiable 
goals that the agency had to meet as part of their 
contract, so that we knew and it helped us to 
understand what they were focusing on. And so we 
knew the number of units of service that we were 
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to 
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m sorry. 
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What do you mean by units of service? 

A. The way that we paid a contractor is for 
every one-on-one outreach, it was paid, the 
contractor was paid a certain amount of money. So 
we knew we were contracting for him to do 800 
one-on-one outreach intervention implementation. 

The next column describes the specific 
tasks or steps that the contractor had to do in 
order to meet the objective. 

The Time Line described the period of time, 
you know, in which your time iimitations would take 
place. 

And the evaluation column describes the 
process that we were going to use to know whether or 
not the limitation steps were happening and the 
objectives happened. 

Q. Would you just read into the record the 
Measurable objectives for this Tobacco Outreach 
No. 1? 

A. Provide "800 one-on-one outreach 
to reach the Southeast Asian 
community away from agency's routine 
services." 

Q. Okay. I think you started with the word 
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"provide." 

A. Conduct. 

Q. "Conduct 800 one-on-one outreach. 
What is a one-on-one outreach? 
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A. This describes activities that the agency 
would do where they would go out and encounter 
people, and you would have an educator from the 
agency talking directly to one person about ETS.
